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MARKET  REVIEW 


For  the  12-month  period  ending  September  30,  1966  sugar  deliveries 
are  expected  to  be  approximately  10,300,000  tons,  considerable  above 
consumption  during  this  period  .  Thig  contrasts  with  the  1 2-month  period 
ending  September  30,  196 5  when  deliveries  totaled  9,980,000  tons  and 
consumption  was  estimated  to  have  been  approximately  10,000,000  tons 
or*' about  the  same  as  deliveries.  It  is  estimated  that  invisible  stocks 
increased  of  the  order  of  125,000  to  1  50  ,  000  tons  during  the  12-month 
period  ending  September  30,1966  .  Most  of  this  increase  occurred  during 
the  fourth  quarter  of  1965  when  physical  deliveries,  excluding  37,000 
tons  of  constructive  deliveries,  were  2,417,000  tons  as  compared  to 
estimated  consumption  of  about  2,300,000  tons. 

While    consumption    can  be  expected  to  be  somewhat  higher  during  the 
last    quarter  of    1966  than  that  of  1965,   in  the  absence  of  any  further 
build  up  of  invisible  inventories,  deliveries  would  be  considerably  below 
those  of  October-December  1965. 

Beet  sugar  processors'  deliveries  of  sugar  during  the  last  four  months 
of  1966  are  limited  to  1,000,000  tons  under  their  quota  or  54,000  tons 
less  than  deliveries  during  the  same  period  last  year.  With  less  sugar 
to  market,  constructive  deliveries  at  year  end  are  expected  to  be  less 
than  the  31,000  tons  they  delivered  in  1965. 

Based  on  preliminary  reports  cane  sugar  refiners  held  6  50 ,  000  bans,  of 
quota  sugar  at  the  end  of  August.  With  about  2,200,000  tons  of  quota 
sugar  still  available  to  them  they  could  deliver  at  the  same  high  rate  as 
last  year  during  the  last  four  months  of  1966  (2,318,000  tons)  and  have 
the  same  level  of  year  end  quota  stocks  as  they  held  last  year .  However  , 
it  is  expected  that  refine  rs  deliveries  during  September-December  1966 
will  be  less  than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York  has  been  at  7.10 
cents  per  pound  from  August  31  through  September  21  and  has  averaged 
6.94  cents  from  January  1 -September  21,  1966  or  0.21  cent  higher  than 
for  the  same  period  last  year. 

From  January  1  through  September  1966  the  quoted  wholes  ale  price  for 
100  pound  bags  of  refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast     has  averaged 
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10.31  cents  per  pound  or  0.14  cent  more  than  the  1965  average  price 
during  the  same  period.  The  Northeast  refiners  margin  has  been  0.07 
cent  less  during  1966  than  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar  on  September  7,  8,  and  9  was  1.48 
cents  per  pound,  the  lowest  price  since  1941.  The  September  1-21  av- 
erage was  1.55  cents  and  from  January  1  through  September  21,  1966 
the  price  has  averaged  2.00  cents  per  pound  as  compared  to  2.18  cents 
for  the  same  period  last  year.

The  Department's  Crop  Production  report  for  September  increased 
estimated  sugar  beet  production  by  267,000  tons  .  The  1966  crop,  based 
on  year  of  harvest,  shown  in  the  report  includes  the  smaller  than  usual 
Imperial  Valley  of  California  crop  just  completed,  which  is  196  5  crop 
for  Sugar  Act  payment  purposes.  Likewise  next  summer's  harvest  of 
sugar  beets  in  Arizona  that  are  not  estimated  in  the  report  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  1966  crop  under  the  Sugar  Act.  Assuming  a  more  normal 
Imperial  Valley  crop  and  with  the  Arizona  production  the  1966  sugar 
beet  crop  for  Sugar  Act  purposes  is  expected  to  exceed  the  1965  crop 
production . 

The  estimated  sugarcane  production  in  Florida  was  increased  from  the 
August  report  by  394,000  tons  to  6,304,000  tons  or  12  percent  more 
than  the  1965  crop  production.  There  was  no  change  indicated  in  cane 
production  in  Louisiana  and  Hawaii. 


Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  September  10  totaled  1,011,000 
tons  or  64,000  tons  more  than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1966  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  _3 1,  1966  announced  that 
the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  for  1966  is  being  increased  by 
50,000  tons  to  10,325,000  short  tons,  raw  value .  This  action  becomes 
effective  upon  publication  in  the  Federal  Register  scheduled  for  Sep- 
tember 3 . 

Deficits  are  declared  for  the  three  countries  which  do  not  have  sugar 
available  to  fill  increases  resulting  from  this  action.  The  deficit  for 
Nicaragua  is  prorated  to  other  countries  of  the  Central  American 
Common  Market.  The  deficits  for  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and 
for  Panama  are  prorated  to  Western  Hemisphere  quota  countries  able 
to  supply  the  sugar. 

The  Department  noted  that  raw  sugar  offerings  for  arrival  in  October 
and  early  November  continue  in  relatively  short  supply.  In  view  of  the 
seasonally  strong  distribution  of  refined  sugar  through  August,  addi- 
tional quantities  of  readily  available  raw  sugar  are  needed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  consumers. 

Quota  increases  and  revised  quotas  are  shown  on  page  5. 

Change  in  1966  Sugar  Quota  and  allocation  of  deficits 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  19,1966  announcedan 
increase  of  50,000  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  for 
1966  --  from  10,225,000  to  10,275,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 

The  Secretary  also  declared  a  deficit  of  10  5,430  short  tons,  raw  value, 
in  the  quota  for  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines;  17,590  tons  in  the  quota 
for  Panama;  and  31,040  tons  in  the  quota  for  Nicaragua. Each'of  these 
countries  notified  the  Secretary  before  Aug.  1  of  the  extent  of  its  ability 
to  fill  its  quota  and  submitted  evidence  documenting  reasons  for  the 
shortfall.  In  each  instance,  the  Secretary  has  found  that  failure  tofill 
the  quota  was  due  to  crop  disaster  or  other  force  majeure.

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The  Philippine  and  Panamanian  deficits ,  totalling  123,020  tons,  are  al- 
located to  the  Dominican  Republic  in  accordance  with  the  President's 
determination  of  Aug.  17  under  Sec.  204  of  the  Sugar  Act  that  it  would 
be  in  the  national  interest  to  increase  the  sugar  import  quota  for  the 
Dominican  Republic  by  the  amount  of  any  sugar  quota  deficits  declared 
with  respect  to  Panama  and  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  prior  to 
Sept.    1,  1966. 

The  President's  decision  stems  from  a  recognition  of  the  special  im- 
portance of  a  larger  sugar  quota  for  the  Dominican  Republic  at  a  time 
when  President  Balaguer 's  government  is  undertaking  steps  to  modern- 
ize the  Dominican  sugar  industry  and  to  improve  its  administrative 
organization  so  as  to  contribute  to  the  progress  of  their  country.  The 
Dominican  government  is  also  moving  forward  with  a  program  to  diver- 
sify its  agricultural  production  so  as  to  reduce  the  country's  dependence 
on  sugar  and  to  help  Dominican  farmers  earn  greater  returns  from 
their  lands  . 

The  deficit  in  the  quota  for  Nicaragua  has  been  prorated  among  other 
countries  which  are  members  of  the  Central  Ame  rican  Common  Market. 

Sugar  distribution  through  Aug.  13  continues  strong  on  a  seasonally  ad- 
justed basis.  Raw  sugar  for  arrival  in  September,  October  and  early- 
November  has  been  in  relatively  short  supply.  This  situation  will  be 
eased  by  today's  action  which  not  only" increases  the  quantity  of  sugar 
within  quotas  but  also  makes  more  of  the  total  readily  available.

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BACKGROUND  DATA  ON  1967  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS 


Following  is  an  outline  of  the  basic  considerations  which  the  Secretary 
uses  in  arriving  at  an  initial  determination  of  sugar  requirements  for 
1967  and  the  pertinent  statistical  series  which  have  customarily  been 
published  in  the  October  issue  of  Sugar  Reports. 

Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a 
responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows: 


THE  To  determine  during  the  last  three  months  of  1966 

PROBLEM  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  in  1967  to  meet  the  re- 

quirements of  consumers  in  the  continental  United 
States  . 

THE  To  provide  a  supply  of  sugar  that  will  be  consumed 

OBJECTIVE  at  prices  which  will  not  be  excessive  to  consumers 

and  which  will  fairly  and  equitably  maintain  and  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry.

Use  as  a  basis: 

the  quantity  of  direct-consumption  sugar  distrib- 
uted during  the  12-month  period  ending  Septem-

changes  in  demand  conditions  . 
Take  into  consideration: 

the  above  basis  and  allowances; 

the  level  and  trend  of  consumer  purchasing

parity  index  (prices  paid  by  farmers)  as  com- 
pared with  the  relationship  between  raw  sugar 
prices  and  the  parity  index  during  1957-59.

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  August  1966  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
1,031,000  short  tons ,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up_  about  3,000  tons 
from  July  1966  and  up  35,000  tons  from  August  1965.  January- August 
1966  deliveries  6,857,000  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about 
298,000  tons  from  January- August  1965.  Final  data  for  July  1966  de- 
liveries 1,028,000  short  tons,  raw  value -previously  published  prelim- 
inary   1 , 024, 000  tons  . 

2.  Primary  distributors  1  stocks  September  3,  1966  were  1 ,  360  ,  000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  298,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  311,000  tons  from  end  July  1966.  During  August  refiners'  stocks 
increased  by  12,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  by 
292,000  tons,  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  by 
31,000  tons;  Importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  stocks  remained 
about  the  same.
